IRELAND’S NEED 


_——>— 
& OULD Ireland have a heavy 
chemical industry for the 


production of sodas, sulphuric 
acid and copper sulphates? Irish 
chemists think she could, and 
they believe that there is a great 
need for such an industry at 
— just as there is a need 
or the manufacture here of iron 
for constructional purposes. 
Sodas, sulphuric acid and copper 
sulphates are the bases of other 
industries, and there is a steady and 
proming need for them, 
eading chemist, interviewed yester- 
day, said that the setting up of all 
these industries should follow a 
planned economy, so that there 
should be no waste products, and 
development should not aim 
at output upon a large scale ito 
compete in the world markets 
against the output of other countries, 
many of which can produce as 
cheaply or more cheaply than 
Ireland, but should aim at a mode- 


rate production, sufficient for 
national needs, 
MANURES 


One of our most urgent require- 
ments, he declared, was the produc- 
tion of artificial manures in such 
quantity, at a -reasonable price, as 
would meet our agricultural needa. 
The most important, of these is 
nitrate of ammonia, which 
present, difficult to obtain. It is 
being made by catalytic processes. 
he said, from air and water, in Eng- 
Jand and Germany, so there is no 
reason why it could not be manu- 
factured in Ireland, as there is no 
difficulty about importing raw ina- 
terial. The well-established Solvay 
process for the production of soda 
should be undertaken, so as to leave 
Ireland independent of outside 
sources. He also suggested the use 
of Irish copper pyrites as a source 
of sulphur in sulphurie acid manu- 
facture, and. the spent ore could 
then be converted into copper 
sulphate for agricultural use. 

He recalled that the illustrious 
Dr. Kane, in his ‘‘Industrial Re- 
sources of Ireland,” declared that 
“a nation without iron 
emerge from the condition of semi- 
barbarism.”’ 
as this, he said, it was undoubtedly 


a severe handicap that Ireland has 


not a few blast furnaces to provid» 
national needs for constructionai 
iron and steel and rails. Dr. Kane 
and various geologists had stated 


that, in the Arigna district, are all 
the materials for a successful iron 


industry. 


TIDAL POWER 


‘The use of tidal power for the 
production ‘of electricity is also ad- 
vocated by chemists and engineers. 


The intermittent nature of such pro- 


duction would not prevent the elec- 
tric power being used for the 
electrolysis: of brine. The hydrogen 
produced would be very pure and 
suitable for catalytic purposes. The 
chlorine and caustic soda which 
would be produced have obvious 
uses in industry. A plant could be 
devised which would be virtually 
automatic in its working.

MOSCOW, Monday.—Reuter’s cor- 
respondent here says:—‘‘ The sren 
ring drawn around Stalingrad from 
the north-west to the south-west is 
slowly closing in. Stretching for 
roughly 30 miles along the Volga, 
the whole town is now the front 
line. A thick pall of smoke, dyed 
crimson hy the glow of numerous 
fires, hangs over the suburbs. Once 
proud avenues. and squares have 
been heavily ravaged hy the cease- 
less raids; whole streets have heen 


up heavy siege guns, which are shell- 
ing the defenders with deadly pre- 
cision. Every able-bodied man is 
now under arms and fighting with 
rifle, Tommy-gun, and mortar. Each 
house has been converted into a firing 
point, held to the last by Red Army 
men and Home Guards, 


STREETS RECAPTURED 


““The defence lines now consist of 
a powerful network of strong points 
and knots of resistance, all con- 
nected with each other, and forming 
very difficult obstacles even when 
only lightly manned. In some gec- 
tors the Germans are being thrown 
back, and some of the streets lost 
have been recaptured. 

“Al women and children in 
Stalingrad have been moved to saféty 
across the Volga. The only women 
left in the strieken city are army 
nurses and doctors, who are perform- 
ing untold feats of heroism. It is 
now nearly a month since the Ger- 
mans hoped to rush the town by a 
mass tank blow from the north-west. 
In less than four weeks Axis forces 
have suffered over 100,000 casualties. 
But the battle 1s by no means over; 
nor has it, been finally decided. The 
defenders, though hard pressed by 
the enemy’s numerical superiority, 
| are fighting back strongly all the 
' time.’

SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 
MOSCOW, Monday. — To-night’s 
Soviet communiqué states: ‘‘ During 
September 21 our troops fought 
fierce éngagements with the enemy 
in thes areas of Stalingrad and 
Mozdok.”’ 

The supplement states: ‘‘ During 
September 20 units of Soviet air 
units on various sectors destroyed or 
damaged eight German tanks and 
17 lorries with troops and supplies, 
silenced seven artillery and A.A. 
batteries, blew up two ammunition 
dumps, and dispersed and partly 
annihilated two companies of enemy 
infantry. 

“In the Stalingrad area fierce 
fighting continues. Several attaeks 
were launched on one sector by.a 
regiment of German infantry, sup- 
ported by tanks. All these attacks 
were repulsed with severe losses to 
the enemy. Two hundred and thirty 
Germans were wiped out and 2 
lorries and three mortar batteries 
were wrecked in street fighting by 
one of our units. In another sector 
our troops pressed back the enemy, 
and destroyed two tanks, 12 lorries, 
and about two companies of German 
infantry. 

“In the Mozdok area, the enemy, 
after concentrating a large force of 
Tommy gunners and tanks, launched 
an attack from a certain inhabited 
point. Superior forces of the enemy 
were engaged by our troops. ' Four 
enemy noes Í were crippled and burnt 
out by a Single Soviet tank buster, 
and the Germans, losing 250 officers 
and men, were forced back. 

- ‘South-east of Novorossisk our 
troops fought defensive actions. Your 
lorries were demolished, 50 Germans 
wiped out, and an enemy munitions 
dump blown up in the course of. two 
days by one of our patrols. 

‘In the area of Sinyavino-Volkhuv 

front several German counter-attacks 
were repulsed, and one Soviet umt 
dislodged the Germans from a pocket 
oi resistance. irty lorries were 
captured and three tanks destroyed.”

“INDIAN NATIONAL 


GOVERNMENT” 
COMMUNIST APPEAL 


EW DELHI, Monday — The 
Indian Communist Party to- 
day issued a plea for negotiations 
to set up a win National 
Government, fully empowered and 
determined to unite and mobilise 
the Indian people for the defence 
of the country, in 
close alliance with the United 
Nations. 

The manifesto appealed to the 
Government to open such negotia- 
tions with Congress and other 

olitical parties, arid also to give up 
its “ present policy of repression, 
release the Congress leaders, amd re- 
move the ban on Congress négotia- 
tions.” While blaming the Govern- 
ment “ for plunging the country into 
a grave and perilous crisis,” it con- 
demned acts of sabotage, destruction 
of communications and all attempts 
to paralyse production. Those taking 
part in such acts, it stated, “‘ support 
the enemy's designs for the destruc- 
tion of India.” : 

The manifesto sharply criticised 
the attitude of Indian Nationalist 
leaders to the war effort, and said :— 
“The path along which the present 
national consciousness is directed is 
one leading to national suicide. It 
leads inevitably to a state of civil 
commotion, civil disorder, and finally 
even to anarchy.” 

The Council of State is expected 
to discuss the political situation 
to-morrow. 

When the Legislative Assembly 
resumed its sittings to-day, Sir 
Jeremy Raisman, Finance Member, 
said that there was no evidence that 
inflation was present in India im a 
serious form. The Government had 
the situation constantly under re- 
view, and various measures were 
being taken to combat inflation.— 
(Reuter.)

ONLY 37 MILES TO 
CAPITAL 


BRITISH ADVANCE IN 
MADAGASCAR ' 


The fall of Antananarivo, ‘ the 
Madagascar capital, was awaited 
hourly last night, following reports 
from the island that the nearest 
British column is only 37 miles 
away. 

Though a Vichy communiqué last 
night said that the British advance 
is being opposed “ step by step,” 
the chief obstacles in the way of the 
British forces are evidently still de- 
molitions and road blocks. These are 
considerable, but the British column, 
pushing south from Majunga, on the 
north-west coast. has covered 200 
miles in ten days. Heavy rain has 
further impeded their progress. 

The second column, advancing 
from Tamatave, on the east coast, 
is still 125 miles from the capital, 
according to Antananarivo radio last 
night, though earlier it had given 
the distance as 90. The correction 
suggests fhat the French troops are 
not in contact with the British. A 
third column is advancing from 
Morondava, on the south-west coast. 

The French Secretariat for the 
Colonies claimed yesterday, accord- 
ing to a Reuter message from Vichy, 
that: the British force advancing 
from Majupga “ have, for 10 days, 
been up against the obstinate resist- 
ance, opposing them to step by step.” 

On the east, it added, “' obstacles 
are hampering the progress of im- 
portant British forces which landed 
at Tamatave.”’ !

MORE PUPILS IN PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS 
EFFECT OF THE WAR . 


Irish preparatory and ppblic 
schools have had to cope with extra 
pupils during the last three years, 
owing to the war, for parents, who 
otherwise would have sent their 
children to England, are now having 
them educated in this country. 

In a good many cases the risk of 
war-time travelling and _ rationed 
feeding has had to be faced, and 
still the children go and come from 
school in England without any ill- 
effects. So many of the English 
public schools have been evacuated 
to safe areas, that some parents have 
thought it worth their while to move 
their sons even after a couple of. 
terms at school in this country. 

These cases are, however, in the 
minority, for once a boy has started 
his education at one school it is con- 
sidered inadvisable to move him, 
and the standard of education in 
Ireland is rated extremely high. 

Schools in this country are now 
educating boys and girls from 
England, whose parents moved them 
when war broke out. -

W HILE, as already an- 
nounced, the Government s 
new Intoxicating Liquor Bill, 
which will come before the Dail 
next month, will yirtually abolish 
the bona fide trade, split the 
opening hours in the four county 
boroughs on Sundays, and . ex- 
tends the discretion of District 
Justices in the endorsement of 
licences, it will also introduce 
interesting revisions of the law 
relating to the trade of licensed 
restaurants whose drink hours 
are extended. 

St. Patrick’s Day no longer will 
be dry, because under the bill 
liquor can be served with mea's ih 
5 Reniead restaurant on the national 
holiday. 

A futuristic note is struck by the 
inclusion of provisions for licensing 
aerodromes from which air trans- 
port services are being operated, and 
the serving of drink to passengers 
on any aircraft operated by these 
services. 

In addition to splitting the Sun- 
day hours in the county boroughs 
from 1 to 2 p.m. and 4-7 p.m., 
special exemption orders may be 


granted to hotels and restaurants 
outside the county boroughs to 
enable them to sell intoxicating 


liquor during prohibited hours on 
special occasions. At present such 
orders can be granted only to hotels 
and restaurants in the county 
boroughs. KRestaurants holding a 
wine dealer’s on-licence will be en- 
titled to obtain restaurant certifi- 
cates—at present restricted to 
restaurants holding ordinary pub- 


@licans’ licences—entitling them to 


serve liquor with meals in the 
county boroughs during the after- 
noon closing period, provided the 
liquor is supplied before 2,30 p.m., 
and aléy between 1 and 3 p.m. and 
6 and 9 p.m. on Sundays and St. 
Patrickis Day. 


BONA FIDE TRADE 


Hitherto bona fide traffic was 
permitted on all days, but under 
the bill its limits will be 1 p.m. to 
8 ba during the summér oeriod, 
and 1 to 7 p.m. at any. other time. 
This represents an advantage of only 
one hour over the Sunday hours in 
the cities. “ 

The thorny problem of endorse- 
ments is removed by granting dis- 
cretion to District Justices equal to 
‘that enjoyed at present by Circuit 
Court Judges, and, while the right 
of appeal from the District Court 
still will. operate in the case of 
the licencee, this right is removed 
in the case of the prosecutor. An- 
other. important provision is aimed 
at, making it possible for the owner 
of a licensed restaurant on January 
ist, 1033, who had allewed ‘the 
licence to lapse since, to apply for a 
new licence, and the objections which 
may be made to the granting of it 
are confined to character, mis- 
conduct, or unfitness of the applicant 
or the premises, and will not include 
consideration of the number of 
licensed houses in the neighbour- 
hood. The holder of a six-day or 
early closing licence and an ordinary 
‘seven-day licence for premises in the 
same licensing area will be able to 
obtain a transfer of the seven-day 
licence to the premisés to which the 
six-day licence was attached, and 
the upplication can be granted at 
any sitting of a District Court. The 
present apportionments of compensa 
tion annuities payable by licence- 
holders for abolished licences are to 
ba stabilised, and the holder of an 
on-licence may apply at any annual 
licensing District Court to haye his 
licence converted into an off-licence. 

Aerodromes may be certified ty 
the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce as plaees which may be 
licensed, and the sale of intoxicating 
liquor authorised at any time to pas- 
sengers who have travelled or intend 
to travel at least fifty miles by air.

Mhat the prices of imported goods 


had more than doubled, and that

CHALLENGE ON BREAD

Directing his remarks mainly to the value of the 
Government's efforts to prevent inflation, he said that, com- 
pared with 1939, food prices had increased. by 37 per cent. 
in mid-August, but by the fourth year of the last war they 
had risen by 115 per cent., while the general cost of 
index had shown an increase of forty per cent. since 1939, 
compared with an intrease of 103 per cent. at the oorre- 
sponding stage of the 1914-18 war. The cost of living in 
all other European neutral countries had increased much 
oe: in Ireland.

The Lure of the Screen 

_ A figure in the cinema industry 
once described the sound motion 
picture as a form of ‘‘ dope 
the |‘ fans.” By the “ fans ” he’ 
meant the enthusiasts who went to 
the pictures thrée or ‘four times a 
week, avidly read the, magazines’ 
dealing with film personalities, 
and could be sent into a sort of 
trance by Greta Garbo, Ann 
Sheridan, Clarke Gable, 
Autry or any. of the other great 
portrayers of pulsating perform. 
ances. For such people the cinema 
was all that mattered in life. 
was as necessary to their existence 
intoxicating liquor to the 
habjtual drinker or dogs and 
horses to the gambler. The cinema 
industry, said this candid critic 
of his own profession, never could 
stand a long strike of its employés ; 
for, if the “ fan ” had to do with- 
out his fare for a month, he might 
shake himself clear of the habit 
and never go back to it.

“DON JUPITER ™ 


HIS play by Jean Girandouz, 
under another title and in a

THE PEACOCK 


The first night at the Abbey 
School of Acting’s week at the 
Peacock Theatre should have 
attracted a larger audience than it 
did last night; for the programme 
was Synge’s ‘‘ Deirdre” and an 
enjoyable, though seldom seen, 
Abbey comedy, ‘‘A  Minute’s 
Wait,” by M. J. McHugh. The 
productions showed that talent at 
the school runs strongly towards 
comedy. ‘The comedy roused almost 
as much laughter from the audience 
as any production by the senior 
Abbey players, and was marked by 
some brilliant characterisation. In 
articular, one should mention J. F. 
Mai, whose entrance in the 
róle of an old stationmaster ccn- 
vulsed the audience beíore he had 
spoken a word, and Anna Ryan, 
who gave a well-sustained perform- 
ance as a glib, match-making 
countrywoman.

Hotel Problems 


The labour shortage has become 


so acute in some of don’s hotels 
that it is quite possible that in the 
near future some of the leading

one drive, organised by farmers, 
over 200 squirrels were destroyed, 
and óne man told of having shot 36 
in a day. In ster vg ws of the 
country the squirrels almost com- 
pletely stripped an orchard of all its 
ruit, and they have also been known 
to destroy young birds. 


Double Beet Crops 


Double crops are said to have been 
secured by Lincolnshire beet farmers 
by using a new method of seed- 
sowing, which has been invented by 


a British fesearch worker. By the 


ordinary methods of sowing, when 
seeds are hand-scattered, about two- 
thirds are wastéd, but by the new 
method only one seed at a time is 
planted. It reposes in a very tiny 
nest of fibre, which keeps weeds and 
insects at bay. This cuts out a good 
deal of hoeing and spraying, and 
there is 100 per cent. germination. 
The inventor claims that about four 
acres an hour can be planted by this 
method, and that this takes only one 
pound of seed, instead: of eight 
pounds in hand-scattering.
